GOVERNOR OF THE TERRITORY OF NEW MEXICO, 
To R. M. Stephens, Sheriff of the County of Santa Fe: 


Whereas, by the resignation of Lemuel J. Angney, a Justice of the Peace. for the County 
of Santa Fe, there is a vacancy in the office of said justice; and whereas. by reason of the 
continued absence of the Probate Judge of said county it is probable that an order for proceed- 
ing to supply said vacancy cannot issue from said judge without such a delay as may produce 
inconvenience, vexation, and a loss to suitors, therefore it has been deemed proper to notify the 
sheriff of said county of the fact of such a vacancy, in order that the necessary procedures may 
be had to fill the said vacancy ;—These Presents are accordingly to inform you that a vacancy 
exists as aforementioned, in the expectation that you will proceed, under the “Election Law” ap- 
proved July 20th, 1851, to issue a writ of, election to fill the same, on the 18th day of Feb- 
ruary instant, giving due notice to the -voters of the several precincts of the time and place of 
holding said election. 

The “Election laws” require that “candidates for said office shall be selected from each 
precinct ;” and an Act of the Legislative Assembly, entitled, “Un Acto demarcardo los condados 
del territorio y los precintcs o demarcaciones para los jusgados de paz,” approved January 9th 
1852, defines the precinets or districts for the selection of such candidates, as follows :— 

“Seccion 3. El condado de Santa Fe se divide en ocho demarcarciones La primera incluye 
desde Nambe a San Ildefonso, hasta la Mecilla ambas bardas del kio del Norte con fa caja del 
rio y subiendo por el rio de ‘Tesuque la casa de Vincente Valdez. La segunda incluye desde 
arriba de dicha casa de Valdez incluye hacia el oriente lo restante de poblacion del rio de Tesu- 
que. La tercera se divide del centro de la plaza principal de la ciudad de Santa Fe, tiranda la 
linea recta de norte a sur tocardo ambos exuremos toda la parte al oriente es incluida. La cuar- 
ta incluye de dicho centro al occidente toda la poblacion hasta el pueblo quemado. La quinta 
incluye de abajo del pueblo quemado toda la poblacion hasta el Pino. La sesta incluye toda al 
poblacion para abajo Alamo, Tanques, Golondrinas Cienega, Serrillos, y Juana Lopez. La sep- 
tima incluye toda la poblacion de los placeres del oro. a octava incluye toda la poblacion de 
Galisteo.”
